There will 
still be a bitter last-ditch fight 
on the civil rights plank, but the 
sales talk now is to have a mod- 
erate plank and then try to add 
Sen. Estes Kefauver to the tick- 
et to offset some of the objec- 
tions of those who wanted it 
stronger. 

So, while there will be a rights 
plank fight, it now has less 
chance of succeeding than be- 
fore. 


North-South 

It means, too, the North-South 
warfare. within the Democratic 
Party will worsen, not diminish. 
Some Northern Democrats, an- 
gry at what seems to them a 
sellout, tonight were saying the 
time has come when they must, 
in this convention and in the 
Congress, take an _ anti-South 
stand on civil rights and other 
legislation, such as the FEPC., 
Heretofore, they have more or 
less played ball with their fel- 
low party members from Dixie. 
But not any more. 

It must be understood that 
every convention has within it 
two major objectives. The pri- 
mary one, of course, is to nomi- 
nate candidates. But even more 
basic is the need to take posi- 
tions on issues which will win 
congressional and state races. 

There are, for example, some 
61 congressional districts in the | 
United States in which the Negro 
vote constitutes the balance of 
power. No delegates, and more 
particularly, no elected official, 
from a state where this vote is 
so great a factor, will support a 
moderate civil rights plank which 
does not affirm the Supreme 
Court decision. . 

Not only wilk they refuse to 
vote for such a plank, they will, 
because of the political neces- 
Sity, take a strong public stand 
against it so as to get on the 
record. 


Rights Plank 


It is commonplace, while vis- 
iting from delegation to delega- 
tion, to have a Northern Demo- 
crat ask, ‘‘Why don’t the South- 
erners, with no Republican op- 
position in their states, under- 
stand that we must have a strong 
rights plank?’’ 

Southerners on delegations 
here also genuinely are _ sur- 
prised to find the Supreme 
Court has friends who are as 
outspoken in its behalf as the 
South is against it. While this is 
educational, it is not in any de- 
gree an ameliorating factor. 

Jim Carey, a vice president of 
the American Federation of La- 
bor and CIO, also president of 
the Electrical Workers Union, 
has now joined. with Méinne- 

sota’s Hubert Humphrey, whom 
’ the Deep South regards as,a 
sort Of political anti-Christ, in 
saying it is time for the Demo- 
cratic Party to clear the air 
with a rights plank which 
pledges to seek compliance with 
the court’s decision since the 
dispute over so doing has “‘be- 
come symbolic of where the 
party stands.” 

While neither mentions the 
South, both may be said to be- 
lieve the time has come for the 
Morthérn and Western wings of 
the party to proceed without 
the South. 

Labor, for example, is plan- 
ning a campaign in the next 
Congress to organize Northern 
Democrats to refuse to vote for 
committee chairmen on the 
present seniority basis. This 
labor will hardly be able to do, 
but it is* symptomatic of union 
feelings. 

These are some of the ten- 
sions seething beneath the de- 
ceptively calm anes of this 
convention.

Convention Outcome 


The surface calm to date at the Demo- 
cratic National Convention does not hide 
the possibility of an explosion. The big 
test comes today when the platform 
draft is presented to the delegates. 

Although top party leaders, including 
Mrs. Roosevelt and even Harry Truman, 
have urged a moderate stand on the civil 


_ rights plank, a floor fight ‘now is antici- 


pated. Truman’s endorsement of Harri- 
man, regardless of the former’s stand for 
moderation, seems to have assured that. 

News from Chicago indicates that the 
drafting committee is working hard to 
achieve a compromise that will be accept- 
able to both the Southern and Northern 
groups. Such a compromise, if accepted 
by the convention, would do less harm to 
the party than any other course. 

But the extremists are at work on both 
camps. The pressure to gain votes is ter- 
rific and the backstage maneuvering could 
explode into open warfare should a mi- 
nority civil rights report also be submitted. 
It is a time for cool heads and for a 
desperate effort to prevent such a spec- 
tacle from being displayed to the nation. 

The role being played by Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson is a great lesson in practical 
politics. Aided by Sen. Russell of Georgia, 
the Texan quietly is telling all comers 
that the platform must come first. Until 
this is disposed of, there’ll be no South- 
ern exodus to the camps of either of the 
two top candidates. Thus far Southerners 
have refused to be stampeded into intem- 
perance or hasty actions. 

Led by Johnson, with his large bloc of 
delegates from the Southwest, and Rus- 
sell, with his Southeast following, South- 
erners have the most powerful bargain- 
ing position at the convention they have 
had in years. It appears to be too power- 
ful to be ignored. 


Truman’s meddling has muddied the 
waters but it is hoped that the final out- 
come will show that he has mistaken his 
popularity for political power. As the New 
York Times puts it, he seems to have 
confused the former with a conviction 
that he is the Democratic Party. 

Meanwhile, the country and the con- 
vention await the platform test. Harri- 
man backers may be expected to take 
desperate measures to throw the conven- 
tion into confusion and thus to destroy 
latent Stevenson backing now in the 
“favorite son” category. 


Late information from Chicago Tues- 
day showed the Stevenson camp to be 
gaining ground rapidly. This would indi- 
cate a final victory for the forces of ““mod- 
eration” and defeat for those whose 
maneuvers would split the party.

The River and Airport 
Will Shape Our Future 


Atlanta has everything needed to 
develop from a regional into a world 
trade center except a navigable water- 
way and facilities at the airport to handle 
international flights. 


John C. Staton, vice president in 
charge of manufacturing for the Coca- 
Cola Co., has informed the Rotary Club 
that the addition of these two items to 
the list of civic assets is not only prac- 
tical but necessary for the city’s fullest 
development. 


Mr. Staton is correct. Even without a 
Waterway and through air service to 
foreign parts, Atlanta’s businesses already 
have a nice slice of the nation’s overseas 
trade. This slice could be cut thicker and 
new industries attracted here with their 
aid. 

River navigation long has been the 
aim of many civic boosters, including The 
Constitution. It is possible and will be 
attained some day as the result of con- 
certed effort on the part of all organi- 
zations interested in the area’s welfare. 

As for the airport, the situation there 
is as fluid as ever, and looks like it wil] 
remain so for a while yet. Plans for the 
new terminal building easily could in- 
clude space for immigration, health and 
customs services. 

Advance planning is an important fac- 
tor in the healthy growth of cities. 
Atlanta now should begin making definite 
plans along the lines suggested by Mr. 
Staton’s talk.

The Democrats Forget 
The Old Loyalty Oath 


The attempt to bring harmony out of 
the usual dissonances and discords of 3 
Democratic convention is having some 
success. : 

Conductors of the meeting have suc- 
ceeded in compromising on the old loy- 
alty oath, substituting in its place a 
simple pledge of allegiance to the party 
on the part of state delegates. 

The loyalty oath was a result of the 
ill-fated Dixiecratic secession of 1948. It 


was aimed at the South and was supposed 
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to bind all states to the regular party 
nominee. 

It was sponsored by anti-Southern 
elements of the party and was no more 
enforceable than the Volstead Act. Its 
only result was to widen further the 
regional split in the party. 

There will be no loyalty oath this 
year. There is no need for the substitute 
act of faith, either, but it is a pretty piece 
of window dressing. 

Southern politicians owe their power, 
prestige and position in Washington to 
their place in the Democratic Party and 
as practical men will not willingly abdi- 
cate their seats among the mighty. 

This year as before the South is in 
no mood to be provoked. The loyalty 
oath would have been provocative and 
altogether pointless. ,

Atlantans Will Meet 
Needs of Our Schools 


Atlanta will need 1,240 new class- 
rooms costing $31,700,000 by 1960. That, 
briefly, is the subject of a report filed by 
Miss Ira Jarrell, city school superin- 
tendent, with the Atlanta Board of Edu- 
cation Monday night. 


The report, prepared from lengthy 
studies in which two independent citizens 
groups participated, is a significant docu- 
ment. The community’s future is tied to 
its schools. There is no indication that 
its population growth will stop at any 
time in the near future. That means 
children and more children. 

At present more than 20,000 students 
will have no classroom accommodations 
this fall. They will attend double sessions 
and classes in makeshift quarters. The 
shortage of classrooms totals 787. An 
immediate emergency building program 
is mandatory unless the situation is to 
become worse. 


The building program, of course, pre- 
sents the inevitable problem of financing. 
The community must accept this obliga- 
tion and foot the bill somehow or other. 
These youngsters cannot wait and the 
longer the program is postponed the 
greater the problem will become. Delays 
will increase the final cost. 

Atlanta can and will accept its respon- 
sibility to its children and the commu- 
nity’s future.

Those Democrats who have made

But Compromises Are Vital 


Whatever other purpose it may serve, Mr. Truman’s endorsement 
of Gov. Harriman dramatizes the divisions with which the Democratic 


convention must deal. 


The choice between Harriman and Stevenson is not simply a 
question of which man is more likely to lead the party to victory in 
November; it is almost a choice between two different political philoso- 
phies. And this kind of division confronts the Democrats at every turn. 


Last week the Chicago air was 
full of sound and some fury as 
the platform committee heard all 
kinds of advice on all kinds of 
matters. Civil rights—specifical- 
ly, the question whether the Su- 
preme Court ruling outlawing pub- 
lic school segregation should be ex- 
plicitly approved in the platform 
—was the critical point of conflict. 
But it was by no means the only 
intimation of deep dissension. .. . 

To many powerful members of 
the Democratic Party such views 
are close to anathema. Divisions 
like these will be glossed over in 
the platform, of course, but they 
will not be healed. 

Well, it may be said, exactly, 
all this is nothing new. Both par- 
ties are agglomerations of divided 
and even conflicting political in- 
terests, and the Republicans are 
just as riven as the Democrats. 
There is some truth in that, but 
not as much as there used to be. 

In our political system both par- 
ties must inevitably house differ- 
ing social, economic, geographic 
and, indeed, philosophic views and 
interests. In that situation there 
can be no literal unity. 

What each party must struggle 
for, though, and at some point 
reach, is an accommodation of 
its internal divisions, To some 
recognizable extent, it must com- 
promise its extremes and find a 


synthesis in which the differences 
will be not eradicated but subdued 
and controlled. Otherwise its differ- 
ences will finally blow it apart. 

In approaching that kind of syn- 
thesis the Republicans have been, 
for the time being at least, some- 
what more fortunate than the 
Democrats. This process has not 
given the party unity in the mono- 
lithic sense, but it has enabled it 
as a whole to reach a broad area 
of general agreement. 

The Democrats, partly because 
their problems are more complex, 
have moved imperceptibly if at 
all toward a practical political res- 
olution of their differences. There 
is little doubt that they want to 
move in that direction, or at least 
try to do so. The struggle for 
a synthesis 1s going on, but it is 
progressing more slowly than it 
has for the Republicans. 

That struggle, in any event, lies 
behind the Democratic discussions. 
It is, in short, the dilemma be- 
fore the convention. 

History has amply proved that 
a particular convention need not 
necessarily produce a broad area 
of agreement in order to go out 
and beat the Republicans. But 
sooner or later, and however grad- 
ually, the Democrats will have to 
resolve the dilemma of their di- 
visions.

Alger Didn’t 
Strike It Rich 


“In the Alger tradition,”’ the ed- 

itorialists were saying recently 
when a great man died. They were 
referring to a 
career that be- 
gan at $6 a week 
and ended in the 
millions. That's} 
the plot on®..0 
which a 19th- 3 ‘ 
Century writer® : 
named Horatio Sates 
Alger built a for- nae 
tune for his he 
roes and a repu- 
tation for him- 
self. : 
The reference aroused a curios- 
ity about Alger himself. What kind 
of man was this who wrote 119 
books, most of them on ‘From 
Rags to Riches’? I went to the 
encyclopediae and to the library to 
find out. What I learned was in- 
teresting, but disillusioning and 
sad. 

Horatio Alger was a creature of 
paradox. Frederick Lewis Allen 
has written in “The Big Change,” 
a review of the last half century, 
“Alger did not begin in rags nor 
did he end in riches.”’ 

The man was born in Revere, 
Mass., in 1834. His father, a Uni- 
tarian preacher, aimed for the son 
to follow in footsteps that led to 
the pulpit. 

In his youth the boy became 
known as “Holy Horatio.’’ 

He went to Gates Academy and 
Harvard. He wanted to get mar- 
ried but his daddy wouldn’t let 
him. 

He taught for a while and 
worked on a newspaper. He went 
te Harvard Divinity School and 
completed the course. 

Then this fellow who was to 
write that virtue leads to wealth 
and honor went to Paris to in- 
dulge in what the Dictionary of 
American Biography calls ‘‘futile 
indiscretions and futile remorse.”’ 
The DAB is.a conversative pub- 
lication, by no means a ‘“‘Confi- 
dential.’’ 

Horatio Alger finally achieved 
his father’s ambition. He was or- 
dained to the ministry in 1864. But 
he didn’t stay there long. He re- 
signed to write. - 

For the rest of his life he was 
a New Yorker, spending most of 
the time at the Newsboys Lodging 
House. 

He made one trip to the Pa- 
cific Coast and another to Paris, 
this time for a ‘‘frenetic’’ love af- 
fair. The word is the DAB’s. it 
means frantic. 

Horatio Alger died poor in 1899. 
He made a lot of money from 
his 119 books but he didn’t keep 
it. He was a spendthrift and a 
soft touch. . 

Despite all that, the Alger in- 
fluence for good lasted well into 
the 20th Century. No telling how 
many millionaires it helped make. 
Many students have analyzed that 
influence and written of it. 

Not many seem to have written 
about Horatio Alger. There’s no 
definitive life of Alger in the At- 
lanta Library. Somebody ought to 
do one under the title ‘‘Easy Come, 
Easy Go.”’ On the other hand, per- 
haps it would be better to leave 
Horatio Alger rest in the Alger 
tradition.

For Stevenson, as victor in the 
dramatic battle which Mr. Truman 
provoked by endorsing Averell 
Harriman, would be undisputed 
boss of his party. 

If the nomination of Stevenson is 
blocked at this convention as a re- 
sult of Mr. Truman's intercession 
for Harriman, and he is not able to 
put over the New York governor, 
then the result would be a com- 
promise. 

Any such compromise would be 
only with the consent of the South- 
ern leaders, putting the party 
closer under the thumb of the 
Southerners. And this is just what 
Mr. Truman’s friends say he is 
trying to avoid by championing 
Harriman. 

But, even if it does not reach the 
stage of a dark horse compromise 
candidate, the situation Mr. Tru- 
man created by his meddling has 
strengthened the position of the 
Southerners, | 

Immediately they began to ex- 
ploit their bolstered balance of 
power on behalf of other objec- 
tives—the platform and candidates 
for president and vice president— 
with results that may not be too 
pleasing to Mr. Truman. 

Mr. Truman’s kingmaking north 
of the Mason and Dixon Line 
opened the door wide to a king- 


maker south of the line who revels 
in it, but who up to this point 
found little opportunity in the ap 
parently preordained nomination 
of Stevenson. 

So naturally Sen. Lyndon B. 
Johnson of Texas grabbed the 
chance. Promptly, the party’s lead- 
er in the Senate opened for busi- 
ness in his hotel headquarters. 

Before he got down to business, 
Sen. Johnson had consolidated his 
position as leader and spokesman 
on behalf of the South. 

His tactic, which he has nursed 
for months, is a Southern bloc 
operating as a unit under his 
general direction. To put it to- 
gether, he and his lieutenants 
sought to withhold as many dele 
gate votes as possible in the South 
in advance of the on 
candidates for president and vice 
president. 

This would furnish, along with 

the 56 Texas votes pledged to him, 
a bargaining phalanx, which would 
be used to get a platform, especial- 
ly on civil rights, as suitable as 
possible to the South, and to trade 
upon in selection of candidates for 
president and vice president. 
' What the South might get 
through the crisis Mr. Truman 
helped to create might not be 
what Mr. Truman would like.

HIGH CALORIC DIET 


White explained there was 
some evidence that fats in a high 
caloric diet might contribute to 
heart conditions. 

There is additional evidence 
that animal fats and saturated 
(hydrogenated) vegetable oils 
contribute to heart conditions, he 
said, while unsaturated fats in 
fish oils exert a protective effect. 

However, he emphasized, much 
more research is necessary be- 
fore a definite finding can be re- 
ported.

Atlanta will have two airfields 
—one for cargo and one for pas- 
senger travel—in the near future, 
a veteran aviation expert predict- 
ed here Tuesday. 

Gil (Robb) Wilson, editor-pub- 
lisher' of Flying Magazine, said 
he expects to see air transport 
take a much more important role.

CONVENTION HALL, Chicago. 
Aug. 14 @—Sen. Wayne Morse, the 
Oregon Republican - turned - Demo- 
crat, exhorted Americans tonight 
to elect a Democratic president 
this fall and end ‘‘government by 
big business regency."’ 

Morse said Democrats have 
‘that vigor and the vision to use 
government as a creative force in 
the solution of the complex prob- 
lems of the 20th century—not as an 
instrument of reaction and retro- 
gression,” 


GOPs ARE RAKED 


In a speech prepared for the 
windup of the second night of the 
Democratic National Convention, 
Morse accused the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration of “‘dragging its feet’’ 
on aid to education. 

He also charged the administra- 
tion with sacrificing natural re- 
sources ‘“‘in its willingness to serve 
the limited ends of special interest 
groups.” 

Morse described himself as ‘‘the 
target of a White House purge”’ 
that he said would “fall flat on its 
face.” 


PREDICTS HE’LL WIN 


Morse is seeking reelection and 
predicted he would defeat his GOP 
opponent, former Secretary of the 
Interior Douglas McKay. Eisen- 
hower accepted McKay’s resigna- 
tion as secretary earlier this year 
with a hearty boost for his Senate 
candidacy, 

Morse broke with Eisenhower 
during the 1952 campaign and sup- 
ported the Democrats’ Adlai Ste- 
venson for the presidency. Later 
Morse made the break complete, 
switching over to the Democratic 
party. 

“T am happy with my decision,”’ 
he declared tonight. 

He said he is “‘no longer almost 
alone within my party in the Sen- 
ate’ and asserted: 

“The Democratic party is the 
predominant party of constitution- 
al liberalism in our country to 
day.” 


CBS Spurns 
Butler’s Wire 
In Film Row 


CHICAGO, Aug. 14 (#—The Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System said 
today it never had committed 
itself to televise a film shown at 
the Democratic convention, but 
Democratic Chairman Paul M. 
Butler disa . 

The dispute started with Butler’s 
charge at last night’s convention 
session that CBS had reneged on 
a commitment to carry the film, 
depicting the Democratic party's 
history, on its TV network. 

The film was shown to dele- 
gates just before the keynote 
speech of Gov. Frank G. Clement 
of Tennessee. 


SWAP TELEGRAMS 


CBS, President Frank Stanton 
sent a telegram to Butler today 
saying, ‘‘Neither I nor anyone else 
at CBS Ras ever committed CBS 
to carry the film. There has been 
no agreement at any time on the 
subject.”’ 

Butler, in turn, dispatched a tele- 
gram to Stanton. In it he said he 
was making ‘formal demand’’ 
that CBS show the complete film 
on the same number of TV and 
radio stations that carried the 


other convention proceedings last | 


night. 


CBS REFUSES 

Replying to this tonight, Stanton 
wired Butler: ‘‘In the light of all 
the circumstances and after care- 
ful consideration, we believe it in- 
appropriate to accede to your de- 
mand.,”’ 

Meanwhile, a rival network, the 
American Broadcasting Co., de- 
fended CBS’s ‘‘editorial rights to 
broadcast what it believed to be 
cf greatest public interest.’’ ABC 
carried the film on its program.

Ward Suit 


Two University System regents 
filed separate motions in federal 
court here Tuesday opposing their 
being named as defendants in the 
Horace Ward segregation suit. 


The regents—Quimby Melton Jr. 
of Griffin and Morris M. Bryan 
Jr. of Jefferson—also filed a joint 
motion for dismissal of portions 
of the Ward complaint. The At- 
lanta Negro’s suit for admission 
tc the University of Georgia law 
school was first filed in 1950. 


The motions were filed in re- 
sponse to a Ward petition of July 
30 which named the two regents 
as defendagts in the case. The 
two were required to file answers 
to the petition within 20 days after 
service, 


In their motions, regents Mel- 
ton and Bryan said they cannot 
be made defendants since the six- 
month time limit for naming them 
after their succession to office 
had expired, 

Us. District Judge Frank A. 
Hooper ruled on July 27 that four 
other regents could not be named 
defendants for this reason, but he 
held that there ‘“‘apparently is no 
valid reason’’ why Melton and 
Bryan could not be named on 
this ground. 

Judge Hooper has said it might 
be possible to bring the Ward case 
to trial the early part of Septem- 
ber.

The hips, oh; the hips! Many 
a girl complains ruefully that 
she would be a perfect size 14 
if it were not for the hip 
measurement.

The 
gluteus medius and gluteus 
mirfimus flank the sides of the 
thighline, giving a rounded 
contour to the sides of the hips.

Position: Lying on left side, 
head pillowed on folded arm. 
Have palm of right hand on 
floor in front of chest to act 
as a brace. 

Movement: Flex hip toward 
chest, shoot leg straight down 
then swing vigorously rearward

and hold. Repeat with same leg 
about eight counts. Do this 
rhythmically to count of one- 
two-s-w-i-n-g-hold. Change sides 
and flex; swing and hold again. 

Finish with a rolling exercise 
which deals with the general 
spread. 


EXERCISE 


Position: Sitting ‘on floor, lean 
slightly back to bring weight 
to rest on the hip spread. Have 
palms of hands on floor,’ slight- 
ly back, to act as brace. 


Movement: Roll plump across 
the hip spread clear over to the 
side thigh bulge, and back 
across the hips. Make this a 
rhythmic, rocking movement, 
rolling slowly to bring weight 
to bear on the bulge. Con- 
tinue for 25 counts.

Funny what spotty information you have about a place. 
Now there’s Jefferson, Ga. Until the trial of James Fulton 
Foster started this week I associated Jefferson with two people, 
Dr. Crawford Long and Harold Martin. 

It was where the famous discoverer of anesthesia lived in 
his youth and it was where the famous writer, if I remember 
aright, spent several hours in jail when he was a high school 
lad whooping and hollering around town after a football game. 


And, according to residents of Jefferson, Harold and his 


fellow rvisterers from Cemmerce High School were among the 
last prisoners to be successfully detained in the Jackson County 
jail. 

Foster, the man on trial in the shooting of the well-known 
merchant, C. H. Drake Sr., was held in two jails in neighboring 
counties, not because officers feared mob yiolence as is usually 
the case when a prisoner is moved, but because they knew the 
weakness of their own calaboose. 


‘‘You could get out with a teaspoon,” a young deputy told me, 


Jackson County citizens are planning to build a new court- 
house and jail. 
of its pleasant air ot age and solidity, is not only inadequate 
and overcrowded but occasionally exhibits signs of cracking up. 

And Tuesday the grand jury recommended that a new jail 
be built. 

Still, it looked pretty to me, sitting high on a hill with such 
breeze as there was on a hot August day stirring around in the 
tops of its beautiful old shade trees and the clock in the tower 
bonging out the hours in a deep voice. (I hope the new court- 
house will have a clock, too. There’s something peculiarly 
authoritative about the telling of time by a courthouse clock.) 

And for all its alleged shakiness, the Jackson County court- 
house certainly: held the crowds during the Foster trial. The 
courtroom is on the second floor with a balcony above it for 
Negro spectators. Every seat and every inch of standing room 
was taken. Twice during the selection of the jury the proceedings 
were interrupted by an ominous crack and the judge and lawyers 


looked around to find one of the old benches giving away under 


a load of prospective jurors. 


Half a dozen fluorescent tube lights have been installed over 
the business end of the courtroom, along with ceiling fans which 
work hard at cooling the people engaged in the trial. But back 
in the courtroom in semi-shadow spectators mop their brows and 
fan desperately with a variety of things from fancy Oriental-type 
fans to paper cups newly emptied of lemonade. 

In Jackson County the custom of making a to-do over the 
opening of “Big Court’’ continues. Lemonade and sandwiches 
are sold by church™ladies under the shade trees on the lawn. 
Old men peddle peanuts and little boys pass quietly through the 
courtroom during the progress of the trial disperfsing cold drinks. 


At the lunch hour an evangelist took over on the Steps out- 
side, exhorting the Big Court crowds to repentance.

For best results in baking apples, varieties 
such as Rhode Island Greening, Golden Deli- 
cious, Rome Beauty and Northern Spy are 
termed best. 

For eating out-of-hand, the Cortland, Mc- 
Intosh, Jonathan, Golden Delicious, Stayman, 
Baldwin, Northern Spy and Winesap are ex- 
cellent varieties. The Wealthy variety is good 
for jellies. 

As apples keep longer than most fruits, large 
quantities can be bought and stored. To retain 
full flavor and crispness, store in the refrig- 
erator. 

So, when purchasing apples, be sure to ask 
for the right variety for the particular use. 
Choose sound, fully matured fruit. 

At Monday’s afternoon session of the con- 
vention, J. P. Arthur of Shenandoah Valley, Va., 
discussed the outlook for apple processing in 
1956-57. 

He remarked that since more homemakers 
are switching to canned and frozen products, 
there is a marked increase in the processing 
of apples. Figures estimated by Mr. Arthur 
for the number of bushels of apples that will 
be processed include: 

Sauce, 10 million; apple slices, 4 million; 
juice, 3 million; baby food, one million; frozen 
products, 2 million; dried apples, 3 million; 
apple butter, 600 thousand; and cider, vinegar 
and miscellaneous products, 5 million.
